BRYAN'S FIGHT ANGERS 
DEMOCRATIC. LEADERS 


Underwood Says Bryan’s Crit- 
icism Is Unfair, and That the 
Democratic Caucus Will In- 
dorse Wool Bill--Bryan Warns 
Democrats Against Adopting 
Protective Policy.

Washington, May  30.—(Special.)— 
A bitter fight will be precipitated in 
the democratic caucus which meets 
next Thursday at noon over the Dill 
for the revision of the woolen sched- 
ule of the tariff bill. framed by the 
democrats of the ways and means 
committee. The contest threatens 
even to disrupt the party if Mr. Bry- 
an‘s advice prevails. 


The Nebraskan has actively enter- | 


ed into the fight against the commit- 
tee bill because it does fot provide for 
the free importation of raw wool and 
is charging his followers to bolt the 
caucus if they cannot make their 
views prevail. ? 
Democratic Lenders Angry. e 

Leader Underwood and the other 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee bitterly resent Mr. Bryan's in- 
terference at this time and his ¢riti- 
cism of their action as hypocritical, 
The former expressed confidence in his 
ability to secure the votes to put the 
bill through the caucus regardless of 
Mr. Bryan's opposition. 

The bill agreed upon after several 
months’ work by the democrats of the 
reduces 
the tariff duties on manufactured 
wools about 50 pér Cent, but leaves a 
duty on imports of raw wool amount- 
ing to 60 or 80 per cent of the pres- 
ent duty of 11 cents per pound. The 
duties proposed to be laid on imports 
of manufactured wool are practically 
identical with those contained in the 
Wilson bill, which Mr. Bryan advo- 
cated and for which he voted. 

The committee estimates that these 
reductions will increase imports and 
the revenue therefrom, but not enough 
to overcome the loss of $21,000,000 
which would result from placing wool 
On the free list. 

In an editorial written for The 
Commoner, which Mr. Bryan gave in 
Washington on Sunday last, he says: 

“Let no democratic advocate of a 
tax On wool masquerade behind the 
pretense that he is voting for a reve- 
nmue tariff; let him not add hypocrisy 
to the sin which he commits against 
his party.” .

cision of Supreine Court 


JUSTICE HARLAN QUOTED 
AGAINST JUSTICE. HABLA 


Alleged That in One Case Har- 
lan Agreed That Law Should 
Be Interpreted by the Rule of 
Reason--Asserted Law Should 
Be Interpreted According to 
Spirit Rather Than Letter. 


Washington, May 30.—That the gov- 
ernment means to formulate its anti- 
trust policies in accord with the “rule 
of reason” is laid down by the supreme 
court in the tSandard Oil and Tobacco 
trust decisions, notwithstanding the 
vigorous dissents of Associate Justice 
Harlon, and the large number of bilis 
introduced in the senate to amend the 
hSerman anti-trust law, was made 
evident today. 

Administration officials, after a day's 
consideration and study of the Tobacco 
decision and a thorough comparison 
with the Standard Oil decision, were 
agreed that “the rule’ of reason” is 
no new feature of the supreme court’s 
interpretation of law, and one member 
of the cabinet, whose views have al- 
ways been regarded as reflecting those 
of the administration, made a compre- 
hensive statement to that effect. 

A resolution calling upon the at- 
torney general to inform the house 
whether he has undertaken criminal 
prosecution of the American Tobacco 
company and its officers was intro- 
duced today by Representative Byrne 
of Tennessee. If such prosecution: has 
not been instituted, the attorney gen- | 
eral is requested to explain his reasons. 
No Amendment of Anfi-Trust Law. 

In the opinion of friegds of the ad- 
ministration the decision — indicates 
that there will be no attempt at 
present made to amend the Sherman 
anti-trust law or to press for the en- 
actment of other trust legislation. The 
next thovement. for further anti-trust 
legislation probably will be made, if 
at all, at the regular session of con- 
gress next December. The statement 
above referred to was attributed to 
“an official close to the administra- 
tion.” It follows in part: 

“Justice Harlan in his dissenting 
opinion in the Tobacco case, objects; 
vigorously to the application in the 
construction of the act of congress of 
the ‘rule of reason’ to which attention 
was called by the chief justice in his 
opinion in the Standard Oljl case and 
in the Tobacco case. Justice Harlan 
declares that to. insert by construction 
the word ‘unreasonable,’ or ‘undue’ in 
the Sherman act is judicial legisla- 
tien. - Congress, he says, has, in lan- 
guage so clear and simple, that there 
is no room whatever for construction, 
signified its purpose to forbid every 
restraint of trade in. whatever form, 
to whatever extent, whereas the court 
under the chief justice’s opinion, in- 
serts in the law words which make 
congress say that it means only to pro- 
hibit ‘undue’ restraint of trade. This 
he objects to as amounting to a read- 
ing into the act by the judicial legip- 
lation of an exception not placed there 
by the lawmaking branch of the gov- 
ernment, and this, he contends, the 
court cannot, and ought not, to do. 

Harlan Quoted Against Harian. 

“But Justice Harlan not always re- 
garded the judicial fumction as exclud- 
ing the right to interpret statutes in 
the light of reason and to refuse a lit- 
eral application to the words of the 
act where that would involve a mani- 
fest wrong.

DENOUNCED BY ROOSEVELT 


OF PEACE” 


New York, May 30.—Theodore Rooas- 
evelt stood beside Genera] Daniel W. 
Sickles, the only surviving division 
commander of the civil war, at Grant's 
tomb this afternoon and aroused a me- 
morial day throng to applause by a 
denunciation of ‘faise aposties of 


peace.” 
He recalled the days of 1861, when, he 


said, the veterans he addressed defied 
the lie told in the name of ‘peace; 
he voiced his faith in peace only as 
the handmaiden of justice, and, with 
vigorous gestures, he stirred the gath- 
ering to cheers with the declaration 
that unrighteous peace was a greater 
evil than war. 

Umrighteous Peace Worse than War, 


“Do not be mislead by the appeals 
of men who want peace.” he said. 
“You men recall that in the days of 
‘61 there were cries for peace, but 
there was no peace. There was a man 
who said that war the greatest of a)l 
evils, but I believe that unrighteous 
peace is a greater evil. You are not 
to be led by the faise aposties of peace, 
you who defied the lie in 61 when that 
lie was told in the name of peace.

This is the plan proposed by the 
mayor and the board of health to per- 
manently take care of the city’s garb- 


Situation Fully Discussed. 

The whole garbage situation was 
fully discussed at a conference in the 
mayor's office Tuesday morning be- 
tween the mayor, members of the 
board of health and the chief of the 
sanitary department. 

The plans given above, both for the 
temporary and permanent disposal of 
the city’s garbage, will be presented 
to a joint meeting this morning at 10 
o'clock of the general council, the 
board of health and the bond commis- 
sion. | 

It was stated at the conference Tues- 
day morning that a temporary dump- 
ing ground could be secured on the 
Southern railroad & miles from the 
city by the city either purchasing or 
renting the site. 

Chief Jentzen stated that by using 
twenty additional dump carts, provided 
for in the June apportionment sheet, 
the present crematory, by running day 
and night, could dispose of all the 
garbage except about two car loads a 
day. 

It is proposed in the plan outlined 
that the two car loads be hauled on 
railroad cars to the dumping ground 
which. the city can secure. 

Must Sell Stockade, 

Mayor Winn is firmly of the opinion 

that the garbage question can be per- 
manently taken care of only by selling 
the stockade property, reserving only 
enough for a campus for the city tech 
school. With the $235,000 realized 
from the sale of the stockade property 
and with the $50,000 of bond money 
for @ crematory, the city can provide 
another stockade and build a reduction 
plant which will take care of the garb- 
age for many years. to come. 
When council meets Wednesday 
orning, the first matter to be con- 
sidered will be the temporary disposal 
of the garbage this summer. Then the 
question of building a permanent crem- 
atory will be discussed. 

“Something is going t® be done, and 
done right now,” states Mayor Winn, 
and in this declaration he is backed by 
the board of health and members of 
the city council. :

They now be- 
lieve that was inadequate. ;, 

Strike talk is heard from the en 
gineers as wel] as from the firemen. 
The committee expects to discuss the 
wage question with President Finley, 
of the Southern tomorrow. A member 
of the committee tohight asserted 
that the failure of the Southern to 
grant their demand would mean that 
the 1,400 emgineers on the road would 
quit their jobs. oi, 

Representatives of the firemen who 


together with officials of 
the Southern, today again appeared 
before the government mediation 
board in an effort to effect an ami- 
cable adjustment. | 

Both. sides held long conferences 
with the mediators, but they an- 
nounced no conclusions.

Series of Accidents. 

A series of -succeeding ‘accidents 
thrilled the immense crowd pitched 
high to a fearful expectancy and kept 
thousands of eyes strained on the track 
for a carnival of death that seemed 
imminent whenever a group of cars 
flashed close to each other. Men injur- 
ed in the mishaps were as follows: 

Dave Lewis, mechanician for Teddy 
Tetzlaff (Lozier), right leg broken near 
hip. 

Harry Knight, driver of Wescott, 
breast bruised and possible internal in 
juries. 

John T. Glover, Knight's mechani- 
cian, Body bruised. 

Bob Evans, mechanician for Jack 
Tower (Jackson), body bruised when 
he leaped from car in panic. 

John Wood, mechanician for Joe Jae- 
gersburger (Case), run over and badly 
bruised. 

Couldn’t Control Crowd. 

The crowd was tvo big to be con- 
trolled by the company of militia and 
the hundreds of special policemen post- 
ed about the grounds. The spectators 
swarmed across the infield when Dick- 
gon was killed and pressed close about 
his body and that of the unconscious 
Greiner. Soldiers fought to clear a 
space for the surgeons when the am- 
bulance arrived.

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after the first accident and rushed 
back and forward over the field when 
other accidents were reported from one 
point or another. In the stands men 
and women were on their feet for hours 
cheering their favorites and groaning 
with apprehension when cars crashed 
into cars or ran off the inner edge of 
the track. 

At the 1650-miles Bruce-Brown had 
set a new record, regardless of classi- 
fication. His time was 1:69.12 as 
against Dawson's old mark of 2:01.09. 

Tires Burned by Fierce Grind. 

When Harroun took the lead in the 
190th mile the race took form and then 
the crowds, interest was heightened 
and divided between the contest and 
catastrophes that were momentarily 
impending.. 

The cars began to cast their tires, 
burned out by the fierce grind over the 
speedway’s brick pavement. Steering 
gears began to give way. Directly in 
front of the grandstand Joe Jagers- 
burger’s Case car got away from him 
and switched back and forth across the 
track. Wood, the mechanician, leaped 
out, fell and the car passed over him. 
He lay in a path of death, for other 
cars were rushing upon him, All swerv- 
ed safely by as he rose and staggered 
to the track side with the exception of 
Harry Knight's Wescott, which plung- 
ed to the inner fence, threw out Knight 
and Glover and eareened again Herbert 
Lytle’s Apperson, turning it over. 

A scream from a woman when the 
race was half over, faced the crowd in 
the grand stand toward the north end 
of the home stretch. Louis Disbrow’s 
Pope-Hartford had thrown a tire and 
swerved in front of Tetzlaff's Lozier. 
A collision followed’in which the rear 
wheels of Disbrow’s car were torn off 
ang the Lozier turned turtle. Tetzlaff's 
mechanician was caught under the car 
and his leg broken. 

Overwrought Woman Faints. 

The roar of the motors, belching 
flame and smoke from the exhausts 
of the scorched engines and the con- 
tinuous cheering of the multitude in 
the grand stands and bleachers was 
deafening as the race grew into its last 
hundred miles. An overwrought wom- 
an in a box fainted and fell from. her 
chair and the incident almost caused a 
panic in the nervous’ crowd. 

In the latter part of the race acci- 
dents ceased and the spectators be- 
came composed and centered attention 
on the struggle that Harroun was se- 
renely winning. Shouts of encourage- 
ment for himrose ina stead crescends 
and when he swept in the home stretch 
on his last lap and Starter Wagner; 
waved the finishing flag the speedway 
inclosure rank with applause. 

Harroun, followed by a delighted mob 
drove into the infield and was sur- 
rounded by a horde of photographers 
who wanted his grimy and impassive 
face as it rose just over the edge of 
his steering wheel. A mechanic with 
tears streaming from his eyes held one 
of Harroun’s hands and it was neces- 
sary to lead him out of the focus of 
the camera.

‘Give me something to eat," said 


Harroun as he dragged his legs from 
under the steering gear of his “Wasp.” 

Another scene was being enacted at 
the hospital while Harroun was being 
lionized and the other drivers were 
finishing the race without the taste 
of victory in their mouths. Arthur 
Greiner, with a bandaged arm, sat 
smoking a cigar and reading an extra 
edition of a newspaper in which it 
was reported he was probably fatally 
injured. 

“The rim was loose when the start 
was called,’’ he gaid, “and we had not 
time to tighten it. We went in any- 
how and Dickson is dead.” 

A close study of the complete score 
card for the race shows plainly that 
not more than eight out of the forty 
entries were up in the leag at any 
stage of the long grind. 

These eight entries 
Harroun, Marmon; Ralph Mulford, 
Lozier; David Bruce-Brown, Fiat; 
Spencer Wishart, Mercedes; Ralph de- 
Palma, Simplex; Fred Belcher, Knox; 
John Aitken, National, and Teddy Tetz- 
laff, Lozier. 

Of these eight Aitken and Tetzlaff 
were forced to withdraw by accidents 
to their cars. 

The Race Analyzed. 

The race easily was between Har- 
roun, Mulford and Bruce-Brown. At 
the first 100 miles Bruce-Brown led, 
Mulford was second and Tetzlaff was 
third. At 150 miles Harroun had come 
up from the trailers and was in second 
place. At 190 miles Harroun had taken 
the lead, which he held to the end. 

At 200 miles Harroun was first, 
Bruce-Brown second ang Mulford third. 

At 300 miles Harroun was first, Mul- 
ford second and Bruce-Brown third. 

At 400 miles, at 450 miles and at the 
finish it stood: Harroun, Mulford 
ang Bruce-Brown. 

But in between these last points of 
the contest Bruce-Brown and Mulford 
“seesawed’’ for second place until not 
even the judges were certain until the 
last lap who had taken it. 

Both Bruce-Brown and Mulford were 
at all stages of the race dangerous 
contenders for the lead, and one delay 
of more tire changing time by Har- 
roun woulg have meant certain loss of 
the contest. 

Toward the latter part of the race 
the three leaders were little more 
than 30 seconds apart. All three han- 
died their cars in masterly fashion. 
Mulford lost considerable valuable 
time through tire trouble and Bruce- 
Brown was off the track more times 
than Harroun.

Meeting of Chairmen, Officers 
and Directors Called by Pres- 
ident Paxon for Friday---Sixty | 
Per Cent of Those Responding 
Favor Commission 'Form.

Commission government for Atlanta 
will be taken up by the chamber of 
commerce Friday at a meeting of the 
sixty-odd chairmen of this body, to- 


, Sether with the officers and directors. 


i Already a majority of those who will 
be present at the meeting have ex- 
pressed the belief that Atlanta should 
have a commission government, and it 
is believed that the chamber will decide 
to work to this end after the meeting 
Friday. 

Some two weeks ago, at a meeting 
of the directors of the chamber of 
commerce, a resolution was adopted 
setting out that there is urgent need of 
some change in the form of the city’s 
government. The resolution carried 
no mention of commission government, 
but more than one of the directors at 
the time expressed sentiments in this 
direction. 

On Monday President Paxon sent out 
to the directors and tne sixty-odd chair- 
men of the chamber, letters asking the 
opinion of each as to the need for such 
a change and requesting that each in 
reply should designate just what, in his 
opinion, should be the change. 

Sixty Per Cent Want Change. 

The answers to these letters began 
coming in Monday afternoon and con- 
tinued with regularity all Tuesday and, 
according to Mr. Paxon, more than 60 
per cent of them set out that the 
writers believed Atlanta should have a 
commission form of government. 

In many of these, the writers ex- 
plained that they have no criticism to 
make against the present city officials, 
whom they believe capable and anx- 
ious to do their best for the city. It 
is the system, though, that the cham- 
ber members feel needs remodeling. 

Following such unanamity of opinion 
on the part of so many prominent 
members of his organization, President 
Paxon decided to call a meeting of the. 
directors, and the chairmen at the 
earliest possible date to consider the 
matter, and he has chosen Friday as 
the tfme. 

In issuing the call, President Paxon 
announces that at the meeting, needed 
changes in the city government will 
be discussed. He does not set out that 
the commission form will come up for 
discussion, but in view of his announce- 
ment as to the attitude of a majority 
of those who are to be present, it is 
thought very likely that a resolution 
recommending this form of government 
will be introduced for discussion. 

Will Investigate. 

It is also practically certain that a 
committee wiil be chosen at this meet- 
ing to look into the various forms of 
commission government, to investigate 
the workings of the same, the results 
that have been accomplished under 
them and everything else of interest 
that may be ascertained. In all proba- 
biltiy, it is thought, this committee 
will be requested to report back to the 
body at the earliest possible moment 
and in order to facilitate the commit- 
tee’s work, it is likely that it will con- 
sist of only a small number. 

It has been suggested that this com- 
mittee be composed solely of men who 


government, so that they may work in 
unison.’ It will be the province of. the 
committee, it is pointed out, not to re- 
port as to the advisability of the city 
having this form of government, but 
simply t oits workings, and for this 
reason a committee composed entirely 
of men favoring the commission gov- 
ernment will better serve the purpose, 
it is believed. 
No Criticism Intended. 

In speaking of the matter, President 
Paxon stutes that he wishes to muke it 
perfectly clear that the action of the 
chamber of commerce both in the,pass- 
age of the resolution several days ago 
and in the calling of the meeting for 
Friday, cannot in anyway be taken as 
any criticism of the present city offi- 
cials. It is not a question of officials, 
but of the present form of govern- 
ment’s having become cumbersome, un- 
wieldly, and inefficient. It is the desire 
of the chamber of commerce only to 
have the city run on strictly business 
principles, he says.

FOR DR. M’PHERSON 


Georgia Professor Recipient of 
High Academic Dis- 


tinction. 


Athens, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)— 
News reached Athens today of the 
appointment of Dr. J. H. T. McPherson, 
of the University of Georgia, to one of 
of the two Kahn professorial fellow- 
ships, which commissioris him, with all 
expenses paid, to spend a year in for- 
eign lands, at the universities of those 
countries, associating with the profes- 
sors there, studying methods in those 
institutions, and in general pursuing 
the work of correlation of wethods and 
exchange of professional iptercourse. 
There are only two such fellowships for 
America—the other going to the Uni- 
versity of Iowa. The distinction in the 
selection of Georgia and of the choice 
of. Dr. McPherson is Keenly appreciat- 
ed by the university community and by 
the appointee’s friends here and 
throughout the country. 

The Kahn professorial fellowships are 
endowed by a wealthy and philanthro- 
pic French banker of Paris by that 
name. He has named two professors 
from France, two from Germany, Eng- 
land, America and possibly another 
country.

AWAKE TO CIVIC REFORM. 


“The city that cares most for its| whose welfare {is dearer than our own 


children will be the greatest city. 

“Away with a municipal’ system 
which bestows an honorary office upon 
its first citizen, and yet renders him 
almost a figurehead in its activities! 
Let us be up and doing, availing our- 
selves of our first opportunity to cast 
from us the stigma which has fallen 
upon us as the world. proclaims the 
fact that Atlanta cannot care for her 
own! That her children ask for bread, 
but she gives them a stone,” said Mrs. 
Woods White in concluding an address 
she made last night before the grad- 
uating class of the Kindergarten Nor- 
mal school. 

| The Way of Atlanta Women. 

That the Atlanta women are alive to 
any movement which means the better- 
ment of the city nobody can doubt, yet 
there never were women who went 
more about their work in the helpmate 
sense. They never participate in public 
movements unless invited, and then 
they do their duty nobly. This fact 
had been noted not only in the press, 
but by the muntfcipal authorities and 
the chamber of commerce, who in the 
last two years have had practical 
demonstration of the intelligent co- 
operation of women in public matters. 

They work so intelligently it is in- 
teresting to hear what they have to say 
on the subject of vital matters. There 
was avery candid expression of wom- 
an’s opinion last night when Mrs. W. 
Woods White, president of the City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, addressed 
the normal graduates of the Kindergar- 
ten Normal school. Mrs. White's sub- 
ject was the “Duty of the City to the 
Child,” and what she said was not only 
most thoughtful, but markedly to the 
point. 

“Imagine some man or woman, or a 
great body of men and women, der- 
taking to reform mankind,” she said. 
“Imagine some man—no woman would 
attempt it—undertaking to reform At- 
lanta—Atlanta, the city of the world 
best loved by her citizens! Imagine 
such a man equipped with the fanatical 
zeal of a Savonarola, the religious 
strength of a Luther, the inflexible 
spirit of a Cromwell, the military gen- 
ius of a Robert E. Lee, the oratory of 
a Henry W. Grady, the literary facility 
of a Henry George and what would be 
the result of his high endeavors? Every 
thinking man and women would unhes- 
itatingly pronounce it in one word— 
failure! Why? 

“Atlanta has reached her period of 
adolescence, and the would-be reformer 
of this or any city must learn that 
for his work to be effective, for the 
‘ memory of his sacrificial efforts not to 
vanish into thin air, they must be most 
wisely expended. He must not begin 
with adults whose habits and ideals are 
set, but he must begin with the chil- 
dren in the homes, the schools, the 
streets and the playgrounds. 

,For this reformation a generation, 
‘even two generations, will perhaps be 
‘@ short time. He myst turn teacher. 
Conservation, méntal, moral, physical, 
must be his effort. 

The City’s Obligation to the Child. 

“Some one has said, ‘the city that 
cares most for its children will be the 
greatest city.'” continued Mrs. White. 
“Child welfare means city welfare— 
what is a city’s obligation to the child 
from the physical standpoint? It is 
this: He’ must be safeguarded from 
his birth, He must be given a healthy, 
happy childhood, with work and play 
in the right proportion, and when cor- 
rection is of necessity to be adminis- 
tered, he must not be hurt by any 
harshness of the law, but treated in the 
wisely kind way which the best modern 
thought has devised. Further, the 
child has a right to.be happy in school. 
Pestalozzi and Froebel have made this 
possible for the children of wise com- 
munities. The child has a right to 
become a useful. member of society; 
that is, to industrial and vocational 
training. He has a right to benefit by 
the experience of his parents and to 
his inheritance of the accumulated 
riches of civilization. 

“Miss Allen, the honored head of this 
most necessary institution, has request- 
ed me to speak on ‘A City’s Responsi- 
bility to the Child From the Physical 
Standpoint.’ In doing so, I know I 
shall be pardoned if my own concern 
gives a personal color to every thought 
I bring you, and especially at this time, 
when the city’s mind and heart are 
concerned with perhaps the greatest 
problems we have faced in our munici- 
pal history. 

The Dangers of Disease. 

“When we have in Atlanta an epl- 
demic of smallpox or diphtheria, we do 
not generalize, we do not take time 
to lecture on the responsibility Mem- 
. phis or Nashville should feel in like 
case. Instead, it’s the heart cry ‘what 
shall we do to be saved. What is our 
responsibility to our town—to those

lives? asked Mrs. White. 

“In the awe inspired by the condi- 
tions existing in Atlanta today, it is 
perhaps not ‘the proper ©: to speak 
of juvenile comrts, © introduction 
of kindergarten teaching in the public 
school curriculum, of bringing hygiene 
practice nearer to hygiene precept, of 


child labor laws, of problems of edu- | 
cation for crippled children, of special | 


Classes and scliools for delinquent and 
backward children, the promotion of 
health in home, schoo] and factory, the 
conservation of the defective child, 
problems which up-to-date cities are 
grappling with hoops of steel, for 
Atlanta’s first need, of course, is a 
chance to be clean, to permit her. lit- 
tle children to breathe a less germ- 
laden air. She must have this chance 
in order to justify her boasted claim 
to progress and to leadership 
the southern cities. 
Far Behind. 

“That Atlanta is far behind in this 
most essential part of her city govern- 
ment, we all know. The history of 
our past few years would perhaps in- 
dicate that she is just waking up to 
her responsibility as evidenced by the 
new bond issue for better sanitary con- 
ditions, new school buildings, the few 
breathing spots she has grudgingly 
provided, the small apportionment for 
@ superficial physical examination of 
school children; but ‘alas! She is fall- 
ing asleep again—our dear Atlanta! 
And Hke the fair Brunhilda of old, she 
has Been hustled off with all her cof- 
fers by a very greedy old god and sur- 
rounded by a wall of indifference as 
effective, perhaps, as were the mythical 
flames, 

“Wake her up? Hardly possible this 
summer, We are told, Our Savonarolas, 
our Luthers, our Broughtans seem _ to 
be on the outside of the circle of 
flames, madly slashing with their. two- 
edged eloquence, but our  finandcial 
Siegfrieds seem to have lost thelr max- 
ic caps and to be ready to let another 
hundred years pass in futile efforts, 
vague decisions, irresolute, though 
wordy, stormings in regard to duty and 
necessity. I will say right here that 
no man or woman who has read our 
daily papers for one year can believe 
Atlanta is unable’to have anything she 
really wants. 

“In order to insure the lives of the 
children of Atlanta this summer, they 
must be taken away from our sure-to- 
be pest-ridden city. The trouble is 
the greatest number must remain here. 
They are the children'of the poor. 
‘Perhaps they will get along some 
way,’ e optimistic and antiquated 
clty”"gov ernment says.

boiler. When scalding hot, thicken 
with a little gelatine dissolved in cold 
water.

enactment, or of the absurd results 
which follow from giving such broad 
meaning to the words, makes it un- 
reasonable to believe.
